HARDY LILIES (Lilium) 


Lilies are so incomparably beautiful, that all who see them wish to grow them. Many varieties of hardy lilies are 
natives of this country, while others have been imported from Europe and Asia. 


The varieties listed below have been selected for their hardiness, beauty, and adaptability to general conditions. 


Auratum (Gold Banded Japanese Lily)—White, 
spotted crimson, with broad yellow band in center of 
each petal.
